ENVIRONMENT AND CRIME 


A favorite explanation which is 
used as a scapegoat for our crime 
situation is that of our 
foreign- 
born population. 
We are led to 
believe that the foreign-born in j 
our country are, to a great extent, 
responsible for it, although all the 
statistics which are available 
on 
the subject indicate that the for­ 
eign-born have a smaller popula­ 
tion in our prisons than do the 
native born, in proportion to the 
population as a whole. 
One such study is that made by 
Dr. Bernard Glueck in a 
survey 
made of the prisoners in 
Sing 
Sing, which showed conclusively 
that foreigners made up a smaller 
proportion of the population 
of 
Sing Sing than they did 
in 
the 
areas from which 
the 
prisoners 
came. 


IMMIGRANTS 
LAW ABIDING 


A report of the Jackson Prison 
in Michigan, made on 
July 
31, 
1936, showed that only sixteen per 
cent of the inmates were foreign 
born, whereas, according 
to 
the 
1920 census, the foreign born con­ 
stitute nineteen per cent of the 
total population of the State 
of 
Michigan. 
However, we find that the child­ 
ren of foreign born parents pre­ 
sent a real problem and constitute 
a large proportion of the juvenile 
delinquents. 
This is clearly indi­ 
cated by Professor Thrasher 
in 
his study of “The Gang” which in­ 
cluded 880 gangs in Chicago 
in 
which the racial background 
was 
available. 
It is the 
most 
comprehensive 
study which we have in this field. 
He says: “A few of the members 
of these gangs are 
foreign-born, 
but most of them are children of 
parents, one or both of whom are 
foreign-born immigrants.” 


SLUMS CAUSE CRIME 


Here we have a real challenge, 
because we 
have 
allowed 
the 
children of immigrants to grow up 
in our slums wuth the streets for 
their playgrounds and vicious sur­ 
roundings as their recreation cen­ 
ters. They have grown up to ieel 
and to show disrespect for 
their 
parents because of their 
strange 
language, their coarse clothes, per­ 
haps, their foreign food. 
We have not taught them respect 
for our American institutions and 
traditions. 
They have grown up 
without respect for law and order. 
It is not surprising that they have 
frequently become juvenile delin­ 
quents and later criminals. 
This 
study by Thrasher, as 
well 
as 
many others, has shown a high 
correlation between poverty 
and 
delinquency. 


EARLY TRAINING 
IMPORTANT 


It is the environment in which 
a child grows up that determines 
his standards of right and wrong. 
We can well agree with George B. 
Void, Professor of Criminology at 
the University of Minnesota when 
he says, “Given a background of 
poverty with its associated vicious 
equipment of exploitation, under­ 
privilege, ignorance, poor homes, 
poor neighborhood, and undesir­ 
able companions, what chance has 
the individual to go straight?” 
The most important institution 
in character building is the home. 
Unless a child gets the light kind 
of training in the home, 
he 
is 
headed for trouble. 
We may go 
even farther and say that if a child 
gets the right kind of training in 
the early years, both in the home 
and in the community, his chances 
of becoming a desirable 
citizen 
arc very good. 
However, we have millions 
of 
boys and girls whose training in 
their homes and their immediate 
communities is such that 
unless 
the larger community re-enforces 
the training that they have 
re­ 
ceived at home or should 
have 
received at home, they will become 
delinquents.

The object of the proposed tax 
legislation, generally stated, will 
be to secure, an adequate flow of 
investment money 
into 
private 
enterprise. With that end in view, 
minor corporations may be 
ac­ 
corded an income tax exemption 
of three thousand dollars, a more 
equitable arrangement as to capi­ 
tal gains and losses and deprecia­ 
tion may be worked out, and thfcre 
may be an easing off on the excess 
profits levy. 
Under the new order, 
perhaps 
old age annuities can

taken 
care of on some sort of a current 
basis, rather than by accumulat­ 
ing a large fund. 
The surtaxes 
in the higher 
income 
brackets 
stand a good chance of being re­ 
duced. 
State and federal salaries 
may 
be 
made more completely 
available for taxation, and 
tax- 
exempt securities may be abilish- 
ed. 
Although the proposed 
altera­ 
tions in the tax laws undoubtedly 
are directed toward the 
general 
good, they seem to be lacking in 
changes that will effect a let-up on 
the small man, and 
very 
likely 
hereafter, as heretofore, he will be 


given ample opporunity to 
con­ 
tribute. 
With a view to getting rid 
of 
duplication in the doing of 
the 
work of the federal 
government, 
the President has outlined to Con­ 
gress a system whereby all 
ag­ 
encies 
relating 
to 
government 
lending, social security, and pub­ 
lic works, are to be combined un­ 
der three heads. That a consider­ 
able amount of overlapping exists, 
cannot be denied. Whether or not 
that can be avoided without loss 
of efficiency is a matter of 
con­ 
jecture. Mr. 
Roosevelt 
believes 
that conditions can be improved 
in that respect. 
The Republican view on

solidation is thus stated

Missouri Company Organized 


British trade aggression on the 
upper Missouri and 
competition 
among themselves eut the profits 
of the French 
trades 
of 
upper 
Louisiana almost ninety 
percent 
during the closing years of 
the 
eighteenth 
century. 
Determined 
to remedy the situation, the m er­ 
chants of St. Louis, 
which 
was 
then under Spanish 
sovereignty, 
organized the “Company of 
E x­ 
plorers of the Upper 
Missouri.” 


This corporation, better known as 
the Missouri Company, was char­ 
tered by the Spanish government, 
and, like most early trading com­ 
panies, had governing as well 
as 
trading privilages. 
The company was 
to 
explore 
the Missouri river to 
its 
source 
and find a passage to the Pacific 
ocean. 
It was to drive out 
all 
competetive traders, chiefly agents 
of the Hudson Bay and Northwest 
companies, and discover and make 
friends with new Indian tribes. In 


addition, it was to make 
careful 
scientific observations, make note 
of the geography of 
the 
region, 
and establish forts 
for 
trading 
posts at strategic points. 
To encourage the investment of 
capital in this hazardous 
under­ 
taking, the 
government 
granted 
the company a ten-year monopoly 
on tne trade of the upper Missouri, 
lowered import and export duties, 
and offered a $3,000 reward 
for 
the discovery of a northwest route 
to the Pacific 
ocean. 
Later, 
in 
order to protect the company from 
Indian depredations, the govern­ 
ment consented to station troops 
at the trading posts. 
Jean Baptiste Trudeau, St. Louis 
schoolmaster 
and 
kinsman 
of 
Governor 
Zenon 
Trudeau, 
was 
selected to lead the first expedi­ 
tion. 
He left St. Louis on June 7, 
1794, with $20,000 worth of mer­ 
chandise and slowly ascended the 
Missouri river. Unforunately, wily 
Indians and experienced frontier 
traders were too clever for 
him, 
and he gave away large quantities 
of goods, seeming to be 
a 
bargainer.

A favorite explanation which is 
used as a scapegoat for our crime 
situation is that of our

born population.

statistics which are available

the subject indicate that the for­ 
eign-born have a sm aller popula­ 
tion in our prisons than do the 
native born, in proportion to the 
population as a whole. 
One such study is that made by 
Dr. Bernard Glueck in a 
survey 
made of the prisoners in 
Sing 
Sing, which showed conclusively 
that foreigners mode up a smaller 
proportion of the population

Sing Sing than they did 
in

areas from which 
the 
p riso n ers; 
came.

LAW ABIDING 


A report of the Jackson Prison | 
in Michigan, m ade on 
July 
31, 
1936, showed that only sixteen per j 
cent of the inmates w ere foreign 
born, whereas, according

per cent of the 
total population of the State 
of 
Michigan. 
However, we find that the child- < 
ren of foreign born parents pro-1 
sent a real problem and constitute! 
a large proportion of the juvenile 
delinquents. 
This is clearly indi­ 
ted by Professor T hrasher 
in 
his study of “The G ang” which in­ 
cluded 880 gangs in Chicago 
in 
which the racial background 
w a s 1 
available. 
It is the 
most 
comprehensive I 
study which we have in this field.: 
He says: “ A few of the m em bers 
of these gangs are 
foreign-born, 
but most oi them are children of 
parents, one or both of whom are 
foreign-born im m igrants.” 


SLUMS CAUSE CRIME 


Here we have a real challenge,1 
because we 
have 
allowed 
the 
children of im m igrants to grow up j 
in our slums with the streets for ! 
their playgrounds and vicious sue- | 
roundings as their recreation cen- i 
ters. 
They have grown up to feel I 
and to show’ disrespect for 
their j 
parents because of their 
strange 
language, their coarse clothes, per- I 
haps, their foreign food. 
We have not taught them respect i 
for our Am erican institutions and 
traditions. 
They have grown up 
w ithout respect for law and order. 
It is not surprising that they have 
frequently become juvenile delin­ 
quents and later criminals. 
Thisj 
study by Thrasher, as 
well 
as 
m any others, has shown a high 
correlation between poverty 
and 
delinquency. 


EARLY TRAINING 


IMPORTANT 


It is the environm ent in which 
a child grows up that determ ines 
his standards of right and wrong. 
We can well agree with George B. 
Void, Professor of Criminology at 
the University of Minnesota when 
he says, "Given a background of 
poverty with its associated vicious 
equipm ent of exploitation, under- 
privilege. ignorance, poor homes, 
poor neighborhood, and undesir­ 
able companions, w hat chance has. 
the individual to go straight?” 
The most im portant institution 
in character building is the home. 
Unless a child gets the light kind 
of training in the home, 
he 
is 
headed for trouble. 
We may go 
even farther and say that if a child 
gets the right kind of training in 
the early years, both in the home j 
and in the community, his chances j 
of becoming a desirable 
citizen j 
are very good. 
However, we have millions 
of 
boys and girls whose training inj 
their homes and their immediate 
com m unities is such that 
unless 
the larger com munity re-enforces 
the training that they have 
re­ 
ceived at home or should 
have 
received at home, they will become 
delinquents.

The above official statement shows that the farmers on the LaForge project paid an average ot $6..>4 
to gin and wrap a bale of cotton instead of $2.82 as stated by Wade Tucker. Also that the gin received an 
average of $25.06 from seed sold to Oil Mills, instead of $29.00 as stated by Wade Tucker. 


An investigation would probably disclose that Wade was about as wild in his other statements as he 
was about these. The charges at LaForge were the same as was charged by other ginners in Scott and INew 
Madrid Counties and at these tigures the gin showed a profit of $1.98 per bale. 11 his is certainly not an un­ 
reasonable profit considering the investment in a gin plant and the management incident to its operation. 
Aside from ginning cotton the ginners of Scott and New Madrid Counties have at all times rendered various 
and sundry outside services to their customers which we have been very glad to do and which we feel are 
appreciated. 


If Wade thinks the gin business is so hot we know where he can buy several plants at a very reason­ 
able figure.
